Dr. Cyrns A. Peterson Shows by 
the Books How It Was 
‘ Promoted. 


BMALL STOCKHOLDERS PUT IN 
: ALL THE MONEY AND 
LOST IT. 


They Have Taken Charge and 
Will Make a Thorough 
Investigation. 


Thanks to the intelligent persistency of a 
St. Louis physician, who is a small stock- 
holder, the affairs of the Harrison Interna- 
tional Telephone Co. are about to receive 
@n airing. According to all accounts, they 
are in need of !t. 

The Harrison International Telephone Co., 
as many people knew, is one of the many 
semi-political, semi-business schemes of 
that old-time coterie of promoters, poli- 
ticlans and speculators, of which the Hon. 
R. C. Kerens is so distinguished a member. 
@ssociated with him in the .telephone 
scheme are the Hon. Stephen B. Elkins, 
Maj. William Warner of Kansas City, Hon, 
George R. Peck, formerly of Topeka; How- 
@rd M. Holden of Kansas City, and halfa 
dozen lesser lights. 

Dr. Cyrus A. Peterson of 4527 Cook ave- 
nue, St. Louis, is the gentleman who pro- 
poses to iang the affairs of the company 
out on the clothes line and let the sun and 
air get at them. Dr. Peterson first camped 
on the trail of Col. Kerens’ telephone com- 
pany about a year ago, when, at the an- 
nual meeting in Chicago, he upset certain 
echemes of the company’s officials, which 
he held to be detrimental to the interests 
of the small stockholders. Last week the 
annual meeting took place in Chicago, 
when the persistent St. Louis man was 
again on hand. 

This time he discovered such palpable 
evidence of an intent to defraud the small 
stockholders that he organized the latter, 
captured the meeting by the force of num- 
bers, Ousted the presiding officer, had him- 
self elected chairman, and after undoing 
what had just beer done, appointed a com- 
mittee of three to investigate the affairs 
of the company in al] its details and ram- 
ifications, this committee to report June 7, 
to which date the stockholders’ meeting 
stands adjourned. 

“By the time we get through,” said Dr. 
Peterson to a reporter of the Post-Dispatch, 
“I don't think there will be much left of 
Col. Dick Kerens’ Telephone Company.” 


Dr, Peterson has just returned from Chi- 
cago, where with his committee of investi- 
gation he has been nosing around among 
the books and archives of the Harrison In- 
ternational Telephone Company. He talks 
Quite freely of the discoveries made. 

“What I am going to say,” said he, “I 
do not wish construed as a reflection upon 
the personal integrity of Col. Kerens, Sena- 
tor Elkins, or Maj, Warner, or any of their 
associates. I do not think any of them 
would rob me knowingly and directly. What 
1 think the facts show is that the gentle- 
men are great promoters of great .enter- 
prises, in which sometimes they make a 
great deal of money, and in which by ‘no 
possible chance can they lose, because they 
never invest anything. 

“I was first attracted to the Harrison In- 
ternational Telephone Cop. by representa- 
tions of Charles M. Ferree of Kansas City 
who was then its President. This was in 
January, 189%. The company haa been or- 
ganized to operate a telephone Sysiem un- 
der the patents of Dr. E. M. Harrison of 
Fort Smith, Ark, This was believed to be a 
most valuable improvement upon the Beil 
eystem, and in no wise infringing upon it. 
In fact, the Harrison system was in opera- 
tion at various points without protest from 
the Bell people, and the Harrison patents 
Werte therefore regarded 48 unassaliabje. 

“I looked over the prospectus, was pleased 
With it, glanced at the names of the direct. 
ors, and was impressed with their financial] 
solidity. Let me see, they were Charles M. 
Ferree, Howard M. Holden, Richard c. 
Kerens, Stephen B. Elkins, George R. Peck 
and Maj. William Warner. The company 
had been organized with $80,000,000 capital. 
I Was assured that a very substantial por. 
tion of the capita) had been paid in—quite 
-enough to previde working capital for some 
time; that in order to distribute the stock 
and give people of moderate or small meana 
@ chance—that is to popularize the company 
a limited amount of stock would be sold 
@t ground floor prices, i. e., $10 per share. 

“I bit and paid $300 for thirty shares of 
stock. At the same time Isaac 8. Hurst, a 
friend of mine, paid $200 for twenty shares, 
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| afterwards that the $500 Hurst and I paid 


in was the first cent ever taken in for the 
company’s stock. Think of that—this great 
with $80,000,000 capital, had not 
had one cent in its treasury until] Hurst and 
I paid in that little $500. I have been told, 
moreover, that that money was immediately 
handed over to the company’s officers in 
Kansas City on salary account, and used 
by them to pay their grocery bills! 

“The second year’s operations of the com- 
pany were conducted by Stephen B. E)kins, 
President, and Patrick Egan of Fenian and 
Chilian fame, intimate friends of.Mr. Blaine, 
Secretary. I know very little of what was 
done that year—my suspicions hadn’t been 
aroused. I do remember, hdéwever, that 
Hopkins J. Hanford, now connected with 
the Kinloch Telephone Co. of this city, was 
acting as General Manager. 

“The next year, 1895, L. E. Ingalls ‘of 
Joliet was elected President, Mr. Elkins 
having slid out quietly, for reasons of his 
own. Mr. Egan remained as Secretary. 

“The next year L. E. Ingalls was again 
elected president, but Egan was retired as 
secretary, and S. T. Kimball, a nephew of 
L. EF. Ingalls, was chosen_in his place. 

“When the annual meeting of 1896 was 
called I resolved to be present and _ see 
what was going on. I had learned that 
another company had been formed, com- 
posed of the promoters of the old company, 
with the small stockholders of the latter, 
who had paid in their money, conveniently 
left out, and I wanted to know what it 
meant. 

“At that meeting, May 4, 1896, I was made 
officially acquainted with the existence of 
the Harrison International Telephone Con- 
struction Co. of New Jersey, L. E. Ingalls 
president and 8. T. Kimball secretary. An 
innocent looking resolution was introduced 
approving the contract between the new 
company and the old by which an indebt- 
edness of something like $32,000, which the 
latter owed the old company, should be 
abrogated. I objected, of course, and was 
soon able to rally ‘enough numerical 
streneth to defeat the resolution as it was 
offered, and have another resolution passed 
to refer the whole matter to the auditing 
committee for report. I could not see then 
why the new company should be relieved 
of its debt to the old, though now it has 
been made quite clear. It was intended 
to be the first step towards wiping out 
the old company and walking off with its 
tangible assets. 


“Well, things stood that way until the 
annual meeting of 1897, which occurred last 
week in Chicago. Again I was on hand, 
as were a number of other small stock- 
holders. To our astonishment the records 
of the previous meeting made it appear 
that the contract between the old and new 
company, which we had defeated at the 
meeting of 1896, had been approved. That 
the resolution to refer the whole matter to 
the Auditing Board, which was passed, 
had been so changed as to refer only to the 
accounts of the old company. Further, 
that the original contract between the old 
and new companies, which, when we knew 
it last, embraced only the release of about 
$32,000 indebtedness of the new to the old, 
had been expanded so as to include the 
cancellation of $60,000 in stock of the new 
company, held by the old, as security for 
this indebtedness, and the complete hand- 
ing over to the new company of all the 
tangible property belonging to the old, 
which included an electric plant at Fort 
Smith, which cost $25,000, a lot of tele- 
phones and other apparatus, office furni- 
ture, leaseholds, etc., etc., the whole of the 
value of about $35,000. The effect of this 
would have been to wipe the old com- 
pany out of existence, and leave the small 
stockholders without a cent of value to 
represent their bona-fide subscriptions. 

“Well; we stopped that right off. We mus- 
tered enough strength to refuse to approve 
the doctored minutes, to oust the chairman, 
Cc. R. Kimball, who is Ingalls’ brother-in- 
law, to elect myself as chairman, and from 
that on we ran things to suit ourselves. 
The first thing we did was to appoint a com- 
mittee to get at the inwardness of the 
whole company, examine its books and ac- 
counts, find out what, if anything, hed been 
done, and where we small stockholders 
stand. That committee will report June 7, 
to which date we adjourned the meeting.

“This stock is all marked ‘to be returned 
and can‘eled,’ from which I infer that it 
was only issued to qualify these gentlemen 
for directors. Certificate No. 111 is a cash 
transaction. It is for ten shares, at $7.50 a 
share, paid to C. M. Ferree. You will ob-« 
serve that Mr. Ferree was already bearing 
the stock by foregoing his commission of 
$2.50 a share. Next day business looked up. 
They had lured a Chicago syndicate, headed 
by I. E. Lawrence, into taking 125 shares, 
for which $1,550 was paid in cash to A, L. 
Stone. Then follow a whole lot of small cer- 
tificates, running up to No. 199, most of 
which were issued on a $10 a share basis; 
less 25 per cent to officers of the company. 


“Now we come to the St. Louis syndicate, 
which requires some explanation. In April, 
1893, the Harrison International Telephone 
Company bought out the interest of the 
Automatic Electric Exchange Company, 
which was organized in St. Louis to operate 
the patents of William H. Ford on an auto- 
matic telephone cohnection of great value, 
and now coming rapidly into use. The Har- 
rison company agreed to pay $1,000,000 in its 
capital stock at par for this interest and all 
improvements that Ford might make. The 
bargain was considered a very good one— 
but we shall see how it came out. These 
10,000 shares of stock were issued to various 
persons in St. Louis, 3,000 shares going to 
Mr. Ford, and the remainder, in smaller 
lots, to G. N. Scott, Herman Overstolz, G. 
A. Bowman, Irene G. Leslie and many oth- 
ers who had been interested in the Auto- 
matic Switch Co. Meantime sales went on 
slowly to whoever would buy. Many cer- 
tificates are marked as issued to women 
for small lots for cash, % per cent going 
to Mr.. Ferree as commission. rie 

“There were also some donations about 


“For instance, Webster Davis of Kansas 
City was given 500 shares as a gift. 

“It was issued in 100-share certificates, 
Nos. 292 to 295, inclusive. I think about 
that time Mr. Davis was running for Mayor 
of Kansas City, for he very hastily, a few 
days later, transferred this stock to O. A. 
Lucas. 

“Now we come to a big haul on the part 
of our promoters. Stock seemed to be go- 
ing off so slowly for cash that it was felt 
something should be done by the promoters, 
otherwise the directors, to stir their indl- 
vidual energies. So on April 1, 1893,,a very 
appropriate day, by the way, they got to- 
gether and voted themselves each 20,000 
shares of stock as a donation. 

“The stock was issued in 5,000 share lots 
as follows: To R. C. Kerens, 8t. Louis, 
Nos. 356, -357, 358;, 359. ‘To William War- 
ner of Kansas City, Nos. 360, 361, 362, 363. To 
Stephen B. Elkins, Nos. 364, 365, 366, 367. To 
Howard M. Holden, Nos, 368, 368, 370, 371. 
To G, R. Peck, 372, 373, 374, 375. To Charles 
Foster of Fostoria, O., Nos. 376, 377, 373, 
379. 

“It is proper to say here that Mr. Foster 
always refused to join his fellow promoters 
or hav@ anything to do with the Telephone 
Co. He also refused to receive any stock 
as a gift, and the certificate for 20,000 shares 
were returned and cancelled. 

“At the same fime these donations were 
made to the directors by the directors, the 
company was equally liberal to others. It 
donated a 000-share certificate (No. 38) 
to John T. Blake of Kansas City, a 2,000- 
share certificate (No. 381) to D. J. Young of 
Fort Smith, and a 5,000-share certificate 
(No. 382) to L. E. Ingalls of Joliet, Ill., who 
is now president of the company. 

“After this splendid munificence, this | 
giant corporation resumed the business of 
selling stock in one and two share lots to | 
country syndicates. One was formed in 
Decatur, Ill, by Rev. C. G. Wood. The 
Rev. Wood sold a good deal of the stock, 
but he was not able to collect 
$400. He still owes the company $790. 


“It is also shown by the stock book that 
the company was itself often in danger of 
being ‘gold-bricked,’ but happily saved it- 
self. Several instances are noted in the 
stock book where certificates were issued 
in exchange for sight drafts, but the latter 
proving worthless, the certificates had to be 
cancelled. 

“Along in December, 1893, the fortunes of | 
the Kerens-Elkins telephone scheme were at 
a low ebb, it seems. The treasury was emp- 
ty, the gudgeons in the country towns had 
gone into winter quarters and wouldn’t bite. 
There was no money to pay grocery bills in 
cansas City and things looked dark. Gen- 
eral Manager Hopkins J. Hanford be- 
thought him of a brother in Chicago, who 
had some money: also of a friend, J. E. 
McElroy of Chicago. who Hkewise had mon- | 
ey. I don’t know how the matter was | 
brought about, but the books show that on 
Dec. 30. 1893. P. C. Hanford received a cer- 
tificate for 10,000 shares, for which he paid | 
5.000. or 50 cents a share. The same James 
McEiroyv of Chicago received a similar

paid $5,000, . 

“This $10,000 went into the treasury, and 
kept the company afloat for some time.

‘The stock-book shows. that the whole 
capital stock of $80,000,000 was issued in 
three certificates, 200,000 shares to Ed M. 
Harrison, 200,000 to Charles M. Ferree and 
300,000 to Albert L. Stone of Kansas City. 
who was secretary. Then follow several 
cancellations and transfers to the same 
persons, the object being to break up the 
stock in smaller certificates. All these j:- 
sues show 
without consideration. Then come certi- 
ficates Nos. 84 and 85 issued to Hurst and 
myself for $600, the first cent of cash that 
this gigantic corporation had up to that 
time—PFeb. 8, 18938—received from any source. 

“Then follow thirteen certificates for from 
two to ten shares, issued at $10 a share, to 
Parties in Fort Smith, which were paid for, 
and turned into the company, less 3% per 
cent commission, to C. M. Ferree, Pregi- 
dent. Here waa the President of an $80,000,000 
corporation selling stock in two share lots 
at $10 each and taking a commission of $2.50 
a share for himself. 

“But here we are! Here are our promoters: 
Certificates 9 to 101, inclusive, 2,500 shares, 
to George R. Peck; Nos. 103 
to 14, inclusive, 2,500 shares, to- Will-

In fact. P. C. Hanford put every dollar he 
had into it and realizing that he was ruined 
committed suicide.

TURNER’S ROAD HAS ACQUIRED

This Will Be a Severe Blow to the 
Lindell, With Which the Kirk- 
wood Line Connects. 


The long fight between the Lindell and 
Suburban street railway companies ended 
Tuesday, when the Suburban practically 
completed arrangements for the purchase 
of the bonds of the Houseman Air Line. 

The Suburban paid $300,000 in cash, th to- 
tal amount of the bonded indebtedness of 
the Houseman line. 

The Houseman line hae heretofore oper- 
ated in connection with the Lindell sys- 
tem, 

It went into the hands of a receiver sev- 
eral months ago. 

The redemption of the bonds will result 


in the discharge of Receiver G. A. Wurde- 
mann. 

The result will be practically a consoli- 
dation of the line with the Suburban.

Greece has formally adhered 
to the preliminaries of peace as agreed upon 
between the powers, and the heads of the 
different legations have received positive 
assurances investing them with authority 
to treat with Turkey. The negotiations at 
Athens are regarded as concluded, 

The collective.note sent by the powers to 
Greece is to the following effect: 

Upon a formal declaration by Greece that 
she will recall her troops and agree to such 
autonomous regime for Crete as the pow- 
ers in thelr wisdom shall deem best, and 
will accept unreservedly the counsels Of the 
powers, they will intervene in the interests 
of peace. 

It is understood that Greece assents to ali 
of these conditions. 

Active measures, it Is sald, were taken | 
at Constantinople to-day to stop the further 
advance of the Turkish troops under the. 
command of Edhem Pasha. 

Greece having accepted mediation, the 
Ambassadors of the powers at Constanti- 
nople have been instructed to approach the 
Turkish Government with the view of as- 
certaining upon what condition Turkey will 
agree to declare peace.

LIKE A CHAPTER 
FROM A NOVEL. 


GERTRUDE BARR’S STORY TO END 
HAPPILY. 


HER FATHER-IN-LAW IS HERE. 


He Is Rich and Says He Will Adopt 
Gertrude and Disown His Per- 
fidious Son. 


The sad death of Baby Geneve Barr and 
the grief of the beautiful young mother, 
Mrs. Gertrude Barr, at the City Hospital 
early in April, was recalled Monday by the 
visit of the child’s grandfather, who re- 
viewed the facts. 

On the evening of March 20 Mrs. Gertrude 
Barr, a beautiful and well-dressed woman, 
19 years old, applied_at the front gate of 
the City Hospital. In her arms she had a 
l4-months-old babe that was sick. Mrs. 
Barr was admitted to Dr. Otto Sutter's 
private office, where the baby was exam- 
ined. The doctor saw the child had a se- 
vere case of diphtheria. It was sent to the 
ward set apart for contagious diseases, 
and Mrs. Barr told the doctor her story. 

She was the daughter of Ben Brozelle, of 
this city. Three years ago she met Harry 
Barr, a young man from Davenport, Io., 
who was attending a medical college. 
Young Barr fell in love with her and she 
reciprocated, Barr proposed marriage, but 
wanted it kept from his father unt‘l he 
graduated and entered on the practice of 


medicine. 

Miss Bozelle consented to this and they 
made satisfactory explanations to her par- 
ents and were married. They boarded in 
the West End for a while and the young 
wife was happy and contented. After the 
baby was born young Barr became neglect- 
ful. He remained away and finally told his 
young wife that he would no longer live 
w'th her. He said his father would not con- 
sent to their marriage and would cut him 
off without a penny if it were discovered. 

He refused to provide for her. Mrs. Barr 
was ashamed to let her parents learn of 
her misfortune and she obtained employ- 
ment as a stenographer. When she visited 
her parents, which was seldom. she never 
told her misfortunes. She rented a room 
at 1813 Washington avenue, and her income 
from her work was sufficient to maintain 
herself and her baby. 

Then the child took sick. She did not 
know what ailed it, and taking it in her 
arms she ran to the City Hospital. Dr. 
Sutter gave her permission to remain with 
the child. That night she went to bed with 
her babe nestling in her arms. When she 
awoke next morning it was dead. 

Frantic with grief the mother gave one 
scream and sank into unconsciousness. 
When she was revived the baby had been 
removed to the dead-house. She, too, had 
contracted the disease, and had a high 
fever. She stood nearly all day at the barred 
window and wept for her dead child. 

Mr. Brozelle heard of his daughter’s mis- 
fortune and took her home. She would take 
no legal! steps against her recreant husband, 
because of the love she once bore him. 

The story was printed in the Post-Dis- 
patch and was copied into the Davenport 
papers. Young Barr’s father saw the ac- 
count, but took. no action at the time. He 
thought there might be a mistake. He con- 
‘cluded to wait a few weeks until his son had 
graduated and the matter had quieted down, 
Then he would investigate. 

At the hospital Monday Mr. Barr saw Dr. 
Drexler, who treated Mrs. Barr and her 
babe. He questioned the doctor closely, and 
when he learned that the published report 
was not exaggerated, he said he would seek 
his son’s wife and endeavor to make amends 
for his son’s cowardly conduct. 

Mr. Barr said that Harry, who was only 
21 years old, had denied the gtory. He ad- 
mitted that he had been too intimate with 
a young woman in St. Louis, but dented 
there was a marriage or promise of mar- 
riage. 

Mr. Barr said he would hunt his daugh- 
ter-in-law up, and if she was as worthy 
as the hospital officials said, he would do 
the handsome thing for her and would 
disown his son. 

Mr. Barr is a handsome man, nearly 60 
years old. He owns more than 1,000 acres 
of rich farm land within three miles of 
Davenport, and has other property. 


HIS HEART IN COURT. 


Insurance Company’s Gruesome Ex- 
hibit in Fighting a Claim. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 11.—The trial of 
the case of Mrs. Louise Morris against the 
Fidelity and Casualty Co. of New York to 
recover $10,000 on an accident insurance pol- 
icy held by her husband, who was killed by 
falling out of a skiff in Lake Chautauqua, 
three years ago, occupied the entire session 
of the Circuit Court to-day.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Senator Mantle 
of Montana introduced two amendments to 
the wool schedule of the tariff bill to-day. 
He explained that one of these represented 
the views of the National Wool Growers’ 
Association, while the other has been 
agreed to by a number of Senators on the 
Republican side. The amendments were re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Gear (Rep.) of Iowa, Chairman of the 
Pacific Railroad Committee, said he would 
not press his motion to proceed with the 
Pacific Railroad bill to-day, but would urge 
it on Thursday. 

The Morgan Cuban resolution was taken 
up as soon as the routine business was out 
of the way, and Mr. Morrill (Rep.) of Ver- 
mont spoke in opposition. The Senator said 
the purpose of all the Cuban resolutions, 
including that of Mr. Morgan, was to wrest 
from the Executive the right he alone hith- 
erto had exercised of recognizing the bel- 
ligerent rights or the independence of na- 
tions, Mr. Morrill declared that Congress 
had no such power and its exercise would 
be contrary to ali ols reat Belligerent 
rights of revolters should not have recogni+ 
tion based merely on sympathy, but they 
must be based on justice and law. 

Senator Forkare of Ohio, speaking on the 
Cuban resolution, and in favor of its ref- 


erence to the Committee on Foreign Reia- 


tions, to-day said that he knew the adminis- 
tration had its policy on this quesiion, 

Senator Allen asked what the policy of 
the administration was, and Mr. Foraker 
replied that it was to ascertain beyond per- 
adventure the exact situation in Cuba. It 
had sent its duly authorized and accredited 
agent there to investigate the whole condi- 
tion and report.

PLANS FOR THE MEETING. 


Business Will Be Combined With 
Pleasure by the Railroad Com- 
misioners’ Association. 


The ninth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of . Railroad Commis- 
gioners convened at the Planters’ Tuesday 
morning at 11 o’clock. The opening could 
not have been more auspicious. A wealth 
of roses and other flowers were banked 
upon the tables. Back of the floral display 
sat Mayor Zeigenhein. The spacious room 
was well filled with railroad commissioners 
and their wives and daughters. Seventeen 
States were represented at the opening 


session, and it is expected that others will 
arrive later. 

The meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man Isaac Brown, superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Bureau. Chairman 
Brown introduced Mayor Ziegenhein, who 
made an address of welcome. The address 
was brief. 

Following the welcome of the Mayor 
came C. J. Lindly, Chairman of the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission of Illi- 
nois, with an appropriate response. Commis- 
sioner Lindly is an interesting talker. He 
took occasion to pay a high tribute to the 
enterprise and hospitality of St. Louis. At 
the close of his address there was unstint- 
ed applause. 

A motion to return a vote of thanks to 
the Mayor carried unanimously. Mayor 
Ziegenhein blushed perceptibly. A rosy tint 
mounted his cheeks and he clutched at his 
Filley hat which lay upon a window sill. 
Shortly thereafter he excused himself 
from the meeting and went back to the 
City Hall. 

Much of the time at the forenoon session 
was taken up in roll call of States and other 

reliminaries. Commissioners from the *%ol- 
owing States responded to the call: Con- 
necticut, Illinois, Georgia, Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Texas, Vermont, 
California. 

From some of the States there’are three 
commissioners present. Others are repre- 
sented by only one. In addition to the 
commissionere there are several attaches of 
the various commissions, which, with the 
visiting women, swells the crowd to con- 
siderable size. The attendance at the open- 
ing session numbered probably 125. 

After the roll call, Chairman Brown made 
@ brief address, giving the history of the 
organization. ‘‘We met nine years ago at 
the national capital,” he said, ‘because 
there was an emergency that required coun- 
cil. At that time there was no thought of 
making the organization permanent with 
annual meetings. But the success of the 
initial meeting suggested a continuance, 
and the results are apparent here to-day.

BARGAIN SQUARE NEARLY OVER- 


WHELMED BY BUYERS. 


MANY INTERESTING FEATURES. 


Wonderful Rush for Goods Bought 
From the Ely-Walker

Crowds of women almost fought all day 
Monday to secure the bargains at the vari- 
ous retail dry goods stores resulting from 
the Ely-Walker salvage gale.

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FILLEY AND YOUNG GREEN. 

John Grant of Texas refuses uncondl- 
tionally to divide the patronage of that 
State with Millionaire Green. 

Grant is the Republican National Com- 
mitteeman of Texas, and, under the rule 
which has been established governing 
control of Federal appointments in Dem- 
ocratic States, he stands on his rights as 
the official head of his party organiza- 
tion in his State. He is unable to see 
why an exception. should be made in his 
case or why he, any more than Mr. Ker- 
ens or any other member of the Na- 
tional] Committee representing a State in 
control of the Democrats, should be 
asked to allow anybody to divide the hon- 
ors with him. 

Grant’s position is a strong one. If 
an old and grizzled Republican veteran 
like Filley is to be turned down because 
Kerens happens to hold the office of Na- 
tional Committeeman from Missouri, why 
should a young man, unknown and un- 
tried, like Mr, Green, be given recognition 
as against the National Committeeman 
from Texas? 

Of course, young Green is a millionaire 
and Filley is not. Green is in on the 
ground floor with many of the great 
“business interests” for which McKinley 
and Hanna stand. Such a relation may 
suspend the operation of the rule. This 
‘is a millionaires’ administration. But if 
Filley is to be ignored for Kerens, and 
young Green is to divide with Grant the 
patronage of Texas, it is time to oil the 
typewriter in the Mosque.

PUBLIC OPINION IN ILLINOIS. 

The Humphrey bills, on second reading, 
‘have been made a special order in the 
Illinois House for Wednesday. 

Springfield dispatches indicate that it 
will. be the policy of the opponents of 
these measures to strike out the enacting 
clause, If they are sure of their strength 
that is the best and speediest way of set- 
tling the question. It would certainly be 
a mistake, as the Post-Dispatch has al- 
ready pointed out, to allow any amend- 
ment of the bills. And striking out the 
enacting clause will be the most effectual 
means of preventing amendments which 
do not amend and are intended only to 
befog the issue involved. 

The State has been so thoroughly 
aroused as to the enormity of these prop- 
ositions of pelf and plunder, and what 
they mean in the way of private enrich- 
ment at public expense, that no member 
of the House can doubt what public opin- 
jon is concerning them. The Representa- 
tive who votes for them now will be open 
to the suspicion of having done so for 
other than public reasons and of consult- 
ing other interests than those of the peo- 
ple who elected him and whom he le sup- 
posed to represent, 

A fallure to vote ‘against these bills 
will, in view of surrounding conditions, 
be condemned by public intelligence as 
much as a vote to pass them. Dodging Is 
out of the question. Members must go 
on record. And those of them who go on 
record for them, either directly or indi- 
rectly, must make up their minds to re- 
tire from public life. 

Public opinion has asserted itself re- 
garding these measures too strongly to 
be misunderstood. Now let us see what 
its power is,

THE SPY SYSTEM. 
Testimony taken by the Senate com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the oper- 
ation of the Civil Service law affords ad. 
ditional evidence of the hypocrisy, false 
pretense and cowardice of the Cleveland 
administration. 

During the latter part of 1894 and the 
early part of 1895 systematic “shadow- 
ing’ of letter carriers in all the large 
cities of the country preceded the filing 
of charges on which many men were dis- 
charged from the service to make room 
for others for whom it was desired to find 
places. 

- Under any fair interpretation of the 
Civil Service law the men whom it was 
BResired ‘to remove could have been re- 


moved without being subjected to sus- 
picion or disgrace. All that the law re- 
quires in such cases is that the person 
appointed to the vacancy so created shall 
have passed the requisite examination 
and be on the eligible list. 

But the Cleveland policy found its best 
illustration in the “shadowing” method, 
just as in 1885 and 1886 it found its best 
illustration in the dirty work of removing 
Republican postmasters upon “charges” 
of various kinds concocted or worked up 
by friends of those who wanted the offices 
for themselves. 

In both cases Cleveland sought to 
please “spoilsmen” without offending 
Mugwumps, and in order to make his 
miserable cowardice and hypocrisy serve 
his ends he did not scruple to do injury 
to honest men who were in his way. 

It will be some time before we get far 
enough away from Clevelandism to 


escape an occasional odor of this sort.

BELL TELEPHONE DECISION. | 
The United States Supreme Couft has 
decided that there was no fraud or con- 
nivance on the part of the Bell Telephone 
Co, with the Patent Office, which office 
held up the issuance of the patent on the 
Berliner transmitter for thirteen years, 
the effect being to extend the Bell Tel- 
ephone Co.’s control of this and similar 
patents until 1968, thus preventing the 
competition during that period that 
would otherwise have been possible. 
The court, however, does not state in 
so many words that the Patent Office has 
been guiltless in this matter. It has 
merely found no evidence of fraud or col- 
lusion on the part of the Telephone Com- 
pany. The public will not be satisfied 
that the Patent Office has not, either tac- 
itly or otherwise, played into the hands 
of the telephone monopoly in delaying the 
issuance of this patent for thirteen years. 
How can they help looking upon the af- 
fair with suspicion when it is known 
that the four chiefs of the Patent Office 
who were in office when this patent was 
held up are now in the employ of the 
Bell Telephone Co.? 

The event proves that the patent laws 
ought to be so changed as to guard the 
interests of the public as well as those 
of the inventor. The patent laws, as they 
now stand, favor all kinds of frauds and 
tend to build up monopolies in the hands 
of unscrupulous persons. A limit should 
be set to the time during which a patent 
can be issued after papers have been 
filed, And the patent laws should be so 
amended as to recognize the interest of 
the public in inventions. The public has 
the right to be protected from inventions 
becoming mere instruments for. the 
furtherance of oppressive monopolies

INSURANCE IN MISSOURI. 

The Insurance Department of Missouri 
has just issued advance sheets of its 
twenty-elghth annual report, and as the 
National Association of Local Fire Un- 
derwriters has recently held its conven- 
tion, a few facts from the Insurance De- 
partment’s report as to the magnitude 
of the insurance business in Missouri will 
prove interesting. 

The report shows that in 1896 the fire 
risks written in Missouri amounted to 
over $642,000,000, an increase over 1895 of 
more than $15,000,000. 

The life insurance risks taken in 1896 
in Missouri amounted to over $58,000,000, 
which was a decrease from the amount 
taken in 1895 of more than $14,000,000, 

It will thus be seen that while fire in- 
surance largely increased, life insurance 
decreased to an almost equal extent. The 
report makes no attempt to account for 
this. But it was doubtless due to the 
continuance of the lack of employment 
and the difficulty of getting work. Con- 
tinued business depression, of course, 
presses hardest on the wage-earners. A 
business man will keep up his fire policles 
anyway. But the cost of life insurance 
is much greater than the cost of tire in- 
surance, and one of the first to suffer 
from depressed business conditions is the 
life insurance agent. 

The total insurance written in Missouri 
during 1896 was over $700,000,000. Th.» pre- 
miums paid were over $12,000,000, being 
about the same as in 1895. The losses 
paid by the companies, fire and life, were 
over $6,000,000, 
The insurance business is an important 
feature in modern life and deserves well 
of the State. It performs a use second 
to none in the benefits it carries for the 
individual and the community.

BUT GEORGE GOULD OBJECTS. 


Theories and Facts About the Alleged 
Estrangement Between Two Great 
Financiers of New York, 


The alleged estrangement between Rus- 
sell Sage and George Gould is the chief 
fopic of comment in local financial and 
railroad circles. Some of those who claim 
to be on the inside, say the rupture is of 
even a more serious nature than is shown 
by the published accounts. The causes 
leading to the friction are said to be numer- 
ous. One of the chief differences arose in 
connection with the Missouri Pacific Con- 
struction Co. Many St. Louisans are fa- 


miliar with the circumstances, but those 
most familiar do the least talking. 

In several of the Sage-Gould disputes, 
the directors of the.companies involved 
followed the advice of Mr. Sage. This of 
course was a bitter pill for Gould, and it fs 
freely charged by the Gould followers in 
St. Louis and elsewhere that Russell Sage 
is seeking the crown worn by the late Jay 
Gould—that of being boss of the situation, 
It is even hinted very strongly that Mr. 
Sage is planning to get control of all the 
corporations in which he is interested. 
This of course would require a big outlay 
of money, but is not improbable that Rus- 
sell Sage can make the turn. That he fs 
a financier of the old school none can deny. 

Jeorge Gould is also well up in the art 
of money making and railroad control. A 
som of Jay Gould could hardly be other- 
wise. Missouri Pacific and Western Union 
stocks are largely involved in the Sage- 
Gould dispute. In both St. Louis financiers 
have more than a passing interest. Relative 
to the quarrel, the New York Journal says: 


What turn the Sage-Gould quarre! will 
next take is the subject of free specula- 
tion among financiers. 

Mr. Sage and Morton, Bliss & Co. were 
the large buyers of the Missouri Pacific 
construction bonds, on which the bond- 
holders hope to recover $2,400,000 from the 
Gould estate. Mr. Sage Is reputed to hold 
more than half of these bonds. The re- 
mainder is held by English and American 
investors. Mr. Sage paid 90 cents on the 
dollar for his purchases, 

Guy Philips, who was one of the incor- 
porators of the construction company,ac- 
cused of securing $2,400,000 from the Mis- 
sour! Pacific treasury, said: 

‘I don’t remember anything about it. 

There have been so many construction 

companies required in building the 5.000 

miles of Missouri Pacific road that it is 

hard to remember special circumstances 
about any one of them. This company 

was organized in 1890 or 1891. That’s a 

long way back.”’ 

Washington E. Connor, who stands in 
close business relations with Mr. Sage, 
said that he had not traded in Missouri 
Pacific stock since his return from the 

South. When questioned as to the reason 
he said: 

“The impression exists on Wall street 
that the Missouri Pacific will go into the 
hands of a receiver. The impression is so 
strong and so generally belleved that no 
one man can change the current.’”’ 

Jules S. Bache, who has been selling 
Missouri Pacific stock, said that no mat- 
ter what might be the issue of the Sage- 
Gould row, the Missouri Pacific would 
have to be reorganized. 

“Suppose,” he said, ‘‘better times come 
in the Southwest, as Mr. Gould has pre- 
dicted, the Missouri Pacific, on account 
of its many mortgages, their peculiar re- 
lations to each other, and the high. rate 
of interest, would be at a disadvantage 
in competition with other Southwestern 
roads.’’ 

The Missouri Pacific crisis emphasizes 
the Sage-Gould troubles. Mr. Sageand his 
broker, Mr. Connor, say that there will 
be no receivership. Mr. Gould says that 
times are picking .up in the Southwest, 
and the outlook for the road is good, In 
the meantime the _ surreptitious Gould 
sales have undermined the stability of 
the stock market, and Mr. Sage has not 
bought to protect it until recently. 

The road closed the year 1894 with a de- 
ficit of $1,933,354; 1895 with a deficit of 
$109,249, and 1896 with a deficit of $1,261,- 
701. Mr. Gould has already announced 
that the Gould estate will make no 
further advances on acount of the prop- 
erty. 

The question that Wall street men are 
asking is: Will Mr. Sage in this dilem- 
ma, lay claim to the mantle of the late 
Jay Gould as the railway king of the 
Southwest? Will he gather in the Gould 
stocks now being fed to the market? 

George J. Gould is now President of the 
Missouri Pacific, the Iron Mountain, the 
Texas & Pacific and the International & 
Great Northern, as well as of the Man- 
hattan Railway, and a director and the 
controlling spirit in the Wabash. she 
Union Pacific and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. His retirement will 
change the directorates of all these com- 
panies. Those most familiar with Mr. 
Sage say that he is more likely to solve 
the difficulty by making at once a bold 
stroke for the control of all of them. 
The depressed condition of the market, 
it is held, makes the time opportune, and 
Mr. Sage is credited with the financial 
ability to carry out the plan. It would 
take a round $100,000,000, in addition to 
Mr. Sage’s present holdings in these 
properties, to do it. 

Mr. Sage has caused to be published 
the expected denials of his disagreements 
with Mr. Gould. 

“The relations between Mr. Gould and 
myself,”’ he added, “are entirely har- 
monious. I have not sold a share of 
Manhattan, Mtssouri Pacific or Western 
Union.”’ 

Regarding the condition of the Mis- 
eourl Pacific, Mr. Sage said: 

“Concerted attacks by bear cliques 
have depreciated some of our securities, 
The entire market hag lately collapsed. 
There is no probability. however, that 
the Missouri Pacific will into the 
hands of a receiver.

“To further complicate the affair it is 
reported that McCoy is talking of taking 
on Reddy Gallagher and Dick O’Brien.

My Dear Brady—Your special delivery 
letter was received late Saturday night, 
as 1 was leaving Chicago for St. Louis. 
I wired you that I would answer it 
from here, and hasten to do so. 

In the first place, if Maher and Shar- 
key are worth $12,000, Creedon and Me- 
Coy ought to get $10,000. I understand 
that Maher and Sharkey are to receive 
a $12,000 purse. 

McCoy challenged Creedon, but failed 
to notify him where any deposit (which 
is generally requisite in such transac- 
tions) had been made. Having got tired 
of his bluffing, I have done an unpre- 
cedented thing. I have put up $1,090 for 
the challenged man, and I don’t intend 
to let McCoy rest any more until] he 
comes to business. 

I understand McCoy has been matched 
with Dick O’Brien and ‘“Reddy’’ Gal- 
lagher, which is quite a surprise to me. 
I think it prejudices his chances for get- 
ting a big purse. If such is the case, I 
don’t think he will be ready by June 39, 
and I don’t propose to bring Dan over 
here and keep him waiting on “his royal 
highness.”’ 

I was offered $1,000 by another club in 
New York if I would sign for a $7,000 
purse, but I refused. 

I think the proper way is for McCoy 
to cover the $1,000 which I have depos- 
ited in Will Davis’ hands, and let the 
various clubs bid for the match. 

Naturally, I have the same speculative 
ideas in my head that you would have 
under the same conditions, but I do not 
mean to be unreasonable. I am simply 
waiting for McCoy to cover the $1,000, 
and then I shall submit to him the offer 
made to me by a Western club of $10,000 
for the match. That is the best I have 
heard of, and I think all they are worth. 

I would readily sign for that, and post 
any forfeit required. 

I have understood that McCoy is un- 
der your management. If so, he would 
naturally sign for any purse you offered 
in your club, but the above should be 
satisfactory to McCoy. I would sign 
at once for the above figure if this 
meets with your views, and would drop 
negotiations with other parties. If not, 
I shal] wait for McCoy to cover that 
forfeit, and take the best offer in sight.

SAYS HE IS A CITY INSPECTOR 
AND HIRES LABORERS. 


JOBS DO NOT MATERIALIZE. 


Believed to Be Impersonating Inspector 
Kelly. of the Sewer Commis- 
sioner’s Force, 


There is one John J. Kelly, living at 523 
South Ewing avenue, against whom several 
workingmen have made complaint. What 
his game may be is not easy to understand. 
The least he has done is to cause some bit- 
ter disappointments.

CHECK CRIME 


POLICE POINT OUT THE LAXITY 
OF THE COURTS. 


LENIENCY TO MURDERERS. 


Criminals Are Rarely Punished and 
When They Are They Can Make 
Advantageous Terms. 


During the last month there were twelve 
murders committed in St. Louis. During the 
same month only two murder cases were 
disposed of by the courts and the defendant 
in one case was discharged, while the other 
was sentenced to only ten years. 

On each of the first nine days of May a 
murder was committed, since May 1 only 
one murder case has been disposed of in 
the courts and the sentence was so light 
that it is considered almost an inducement 
for lawless women to lure men to their 
rooms, poison them and rob their bodies. 

During the twenty-one trial days in April 
in Judge Zachritz’ Court twenty-six cases 
were either nolle prossed or pleas of guilty 
to offenses less than the indictment charges 
were accepted, 

During the same month there were about 
fourteen trials held in this court, and of 
that number six convictions were secured. 
Circuit Attorney Eggers thinks he is mak- 
ing a good record. 

The Police Department’s anger and dis- 
gust was aroused when Joe True and Joe 
Stanley were allowed to plead guilty to 
robbery in the first degree and sentenced for 
five years each, and the case of William 
Wolf, their companion, was nolle prossed. 
The three committed the sensational Home 
Brewery robbery, a crime for which the 
statutes provide a penalty of from fifteen 
to twenty-five years. They all confessed 
and the police looked to the courts to make 
an example of them. But the Circuit At- 
torney had been informed by the attorneys 
for the defense that the State could not 
convict if the cases went to trial and he 
recommended to the court that the pleas 
of guilty of Stanley and True be accepted 
and that the case of Wolf be nolle prossed 
in order that he might be used as a witness 
against True and Stanley. 

The police are at a loss to know why 
the State wanted evidence against True 
and Stanley when both of their pleas had 
been accepted. 

Mabel Reed, Dollie Mitchell and Carrie 
James struck terror to the midnight pe- 
destrian last winter by the number of high- 
way robberies they committed. Not satis- 
fied with getting the victim’s money they 
would beat, cut and shoot him afterwards. 

They were asked by the State if they 
would not plead guilty, so as to save the 
State the expense of a trial, and when they 
offered their pleas they were each sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary. 

Henry Shcolnik was arrested for recelv- 
ing over $10,000 worth of property stolen 
from the Mallinckrodt Chemical Co., and 
the police had conclusive evidence that he 
was one of a party in a conspiracy to rob 
the chemical works, yet he was permitted to 
plead guilty — Was sentenced to six 

onths in jal. 

The BOR. hold that Shcolnik has made 
$10,000 by serving six months in jail, where 
he has nothing to.do but read magazines, 
oke and eat. 

ee every person indicted for grand 
larceny was allowed to plead guilty to petit 
larceny in Judge Zachritz’s court during 
April, ‘and the sentence in each instance 
was either three months or six months. 

Bertha Nixon and Lizzie Henry confessed 
to roping W. H. Stewart, a wealthy civil 
engineer, into their rooms, where they 

sisoned his beer with laudanum and killed 

im, all for the purpose of robbery. 

Judge Zachritz, in his instructions to the 
jury, said that the women could be found 
guilty of manslaughter in the fourth degree 
and accordingly that verdict was rendered 
and the punishment for such a crime Was 
fixed at two years in the penitentiary. 

The police recognized that fact several 
months ago that their Interests must be 
represented in the Criminal Court, and a 
policeman, perfectly familiar with all of the 
police cases and a competent office ‘man, 
was assigned to the Circuit Attorneys of- 
fice. That policeman’s duty is to see that 
all of the State’s witnesses are present at the 
trial and to inform the Circuit Attorney just 
what each witness knows. But even that 
has done little good. 

“Te the courte will not eustain us in the 
eases we send them we can not hope to 
supppress crime,” said Chief Desmond. 
“The nine murders so far this month are 
directly due to the leniency of the courts. 
These people know that if they kill and 
rob they will not be treated paren in the 
courte. Of the nine murders the police have 
arrested eight of the murderers, yet we can 
not hope to stop crime as long as the courts 
will not execute the laws.”’

KINLOCH COMPANY NOT SCARED 


Their Attorney Says the Supreme 
Court’s Decision Cannot Drive 
Them Out of Business. 


The decision by the United States Supreme 
Court in favor of the Bell Telephone Co, 
will have no effect on the Kinloch Telephone 
(‘o., so the officials of the latter corpora- 
tion say. Conduit digging will continue, 
wires will be placed tn stores and houses 
and instruments attached thereto just as 
was planned when the organization of St. 
Loulsans took hold and determined to com- 


pete with the Boston company in the lu- 
crative field of telephony. 

Judge H. 8S. Priest, counsel for the Kin- 
loch Company, and speaking for the corpo- 
ration, said Tuesday morning: 

“Of course, the Bell people will make | 
a great hulaballoo over this decision and will 
probably resort to their usual tactics of in- 
tim'dation, but I do not think they will take 
any steps to prevent the Kinloch people 
operating. The men I-represent have too 
much money behind them and are too well 
posted as to their rights, The Post-Dispatcn 
can state that this deeision wii not effect 
us in the least. 

“What is the decision anyway? It has 
nothing: to do with the Berliner patent so 
far as deciding -its validity. That question 
is still tou come before the courts. This de- 
cision merely stated the Berliner patent 
was not obtained by fraud, Of course upon 
it hung the dast hope of the Bell Co. re- 
garding this particular transmitter. But 
there are a dozen other transmitters in 
the murket, one or two of which are per- 
haps even better than the Berliner. 

“Had the charge of fraud been upheld 
and the Berliner patent annulled we might 
have used this transmitter and might not. 
As it is we shall use some other. 

“The attorneys for the Bell people and the 
managers know well that this decision does 
not affect us or other rival companies, but 
of course they will do much talking.’’ 

“Do you think they will seek to stop the 
Kinloch company operating?’ was asked. 

‘How rors they?’ Judge Priest tnter- 
rogatively replied. 

. ‘By injunction,” 

“They could not secure an injunction, un- 
. less they could show we are infringing upon 
fume of their patents, which We are not 
doing.”’ 

“But suppose they should find some loop- 
hole that would enable them to bring suit?’ 

“We would contest it to the highest 
court,’’ was the reply. “We have the 
money, and the men behind the organiza- 
tion are determined to push it. You can 
state positively that the Kinloch company 
ia in St. Louis to stay, and will furnish a 
better and cheaper service than the Bell 
monopoly. All talk of compromise or our 
looking to them for terms is nonsense.”’ 

Henry Hitchcock is counsel for the Bell 
Telephone Co. in St. Louis. When asked 
what his clients would do regarding the 
Kinloch people he eaid: “I will not dis- 
cuss the matter at all. You must excuse 
me.”’ 

George F. Durant, general manager of 
the Bell Telephone Co. for Missouri, be- 
lieves the decision will not only give the 
Bell people a new lease on life until 1908, 
but it will enable them to keep rivals out 
ofthe field. He said Tuesday that the Kin 
loch people would have to secure permis- 
sion from the Boston corporation before 
they could operate, and he laughingly added 
that such permission would be difficult to 
obtain,

There is a lively con‘est on for the office 
of Coal Of] Inspector of St. Louis. 

The position is .ow held by Col. Bro- 
naugh,whowar ar pointed by Gov. Stone,and 
whose term of four years will expire next 
month. The Colonel is very confident of 
reappointmerit. He is a Cooper County man, 
and has known Gov. Stephens since his ear- 
ly boyhood. tesides, on account of long 
personai friendship, he actively supported 
Stephens for the nomination. 

S' il “the push’’ assert the position will go 
te Richard B. Speed, editor of the Nevada 
“dail, who claims the honor of being the first 
editor to hoist the name of Stephens for 
nomination as Governor. Speed, however, 
has not acugired a residence in St. Louis, 
as the law provides, and while he may yet 
remove to this city, such removal would be 
proof positive that he has secured the plum. 

Judge N. J. Wollard, now an attache of 
Surveyor Dalton’'s office, and ex-Represen- 
tative from Dallas County, has filed with 
Gov. Stephens a very strong petition for 
appointment. He does not make any 
claims as to citizenship, but he has lived 
in St. Louis during the past four years of 
official service and will probably remain 
here. 

There would be other candidates from the 
Southwest did not the impression prevail) 
that Dick Speed has certainly been prom- 
ised the office. 

Thomas J. Ward of St. Louls City is also 
an applicant and a number of his friends 
went to Jefferson City in a body recently to 
urge his appointment. There is a feeling 
among the politicians that St. Louis wil! 
not be considered in the matter, as the In- 
spector has generally come from the coun- 
try, the exceptions being Capt. Dan Able, 
Col. Grif Prather and several others, 

The old inspection law did not require the 
Inspector to be a citizen of St. Louis and 
the question was not raised until, in 1878, 
Harrison Attaway of Laclede County ap- 
plied for the place. He had been a member 
of the State Democratic Committee and the 
manager of Gov. Phelps’ campaign in the 
Southwest. His frequent visits to this city 
for hotel supplies—he kept the principal 
hotel at Lebanon—unearthed to im the 
fact that the Coal Oil Inspectorship here 
Was a good thing. So he asked forit. Gov 
Phelps saw no objection and promised Mr. 
Attaway the office. 

But just before a vacancy occurred the 
Governor was compelled, by reason of il'- 
health, to visit Hot Springs for a few weeks. 
Before going he thought he had an under- 
Standing with Lieutenant-Governor Brok- 
meyer tc make no appointments while act- 
ing as Governor. A few days after his de- 
parture, however, the Lieutenant-Governor 
appointed Capt. Dan Able of St. Louis to 
the Coal Oil Inspectorship. There was a 
brief, sizzling controversy between the two 
distinguished officials. Then the newspa- 

ers got hold of it and the summer days of 

878 were intensified to a degree not hith- 
erto known. But the deed was done and the 
‘Lieutenant-Governor held to his position 
that he was under’'no sort of pledge or 
promise to the Governor. 

The controversy let in a sudden flood of 
light. It was then discovered that the In- 
é6pector need not be a citizen or resident of 
St. Louis, but could be named from any lo- 
cality In the State: The fact likewise came 
out that the aforesaid inspectorship was the 
best financial berth in the city, its revenues 
then being estimated at $25,000 a year. The 
term of office was, under the old law, only 
two years. 

The General Assembly of 1879 took up the 
fubject and eventually passed an act mak- 
ing the term four years and requiring the 
occupant to be a bona fide citizen of St. 
Louts. Thereupon Mr. Attaway, early in 
1880, acquired a residence here and at the 
expiration of Capt. Dan Able’s term re- 
ceived the long- expected appointment. It is 
now an easy matter for a country Demo- 
crat who has been promised the office to 
move into the city a couple of months 
previous to his incumbency, and thus meet 
the requirement of the law. 

Still, some of the St. Louls Democrats are 
talking vigorously about “home rule,” an 
argument under which Col. Bronaugh him- 
self could claim standing, he having been 
a citizen and resident for four years. The 
application of Mr. Ward, however, is based 
largely on the fact of his long residence and 
I erase ers.

MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE. 


St. Louis Traffic Bureau Affairs and 
Other Matters of Note. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Monday afternoon, it was decided 
to call the newly organized traffic depart- 
ment the “St. Louls Traffic Bureau,’ and 
Manager Vanlandingham was given the 


title of “*Traffic Commissioner.”’ 

At tne fequest of Mr. Vanlandingham 
the board adopted resolutions protesting 
against the Recpooed action of the New 
York Joint raffic Association in the in- 
tended advance in passenger Yates between 
St. Louls and New York on trains making 
better time than thirty-three hours be- 
tween the respective cities. This discrimi- 
nation against St. Louis and the _ great 
West and Southwest in favor of other 
cities is unfair, as it would lengthen the 
running time between the two cities to the 
detriment: of transportation companies 
and the traveling public, neither of whom 
desire the change, and further, in the opin- 
+ of the board, this would be contrary to 
aw. 

The Real Estate Committee was author- 
ized to make the neessary changes in the 
present reading room to rent it for office 
purposes, 

The peoton for a rehearing of the case 
of Broker A, E. Babcock's application for 
membership, which was signed by 75 of the 
leading members of the Exchange, was re- 
ferred to the Commfttee on Membership. 

The question of abolishing the present 
grades on flour was discussed at some 
length, both sides being given a hearing, 
and was finally taken under advisement by 
the board. 

Fifteen new members were received by 
transfer and the certificates of two de- 
ceased members were redeemed. 

The resignations of two members were 
accepted and their certificates cancelled. 

The petition asking for an extension of 
the time for the inspection of grain on 
track from 4 to 48 hours was referred to 
the Committee on Rules. 

Resolutions on the death of George J. 
Plant were unanimously adopted.

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DEAD “TITANIA” 
IS A MYSTERY. 


NEW YORK SUICIDE NOT KNOWN 
IN ST. LOUIS. 


USED SOUTHERN HOTEL PAPER. 


Received a Telegram From Here, but 
the Postal Company Refuses to 
Aid in Identification. 


The mysterious Titania who drowned her- 
self in the reservoir in Central Park, New 
York, and who is supposed to be a St. Louis 
woman, has not been identified as such in 
this city. 

The theory was set up on the strength 
of a half sheet of Southern Hotel paper, 
which she indicated in a note would match 
another half of the same sheet and serve as 
the identification of the person authorized 
to take charge of her body. 

The other clue is the corner of a telegraph 
message on a Postal Company blank bear- 
ing the cipher marks, ‘69 A., Th. L.”’ 

The letter ‘‘A.’’ is supposed to be the sig- 
nal call for the St. Louis office, and that 
the sending overator was “Th.” 

At the Postal office here it was stated 
that the “‘Th'’ was probably ‘“Ch,’’ which 
meant that the message was a relayed 
message at Chicago, the call here bein 
“A’’ on the “A’’ wire for New York an 
“A Ch’’ on the “‘A’’ wire for Chicago. Fur- 
ther than this the Postal Telegraph people 
will say nothing. Superintendent Dougher- 
ty said that he knew nothing of such a 
message, but if he did he would give out 
no information.

DESPONDENCY DROVE AUGUS- 
TINE F. MORARD TO SUICIDE. 


DRINK MADE HIM HOPELESS. 


Was Out of Work, but His Employers 
Were Paying Him His Salary 
Until He Got Another Place. 


Augustine F. Morard, who sent a bullet 
into his brain in the presence of h's wife 
and children, Monday night, died Tuesday 
morning at his home, 2949 Clark avenue. 

Drink and inability to obtain steady em- 
ployment caused him to take his life. 

He was well known among grain comenis- 
sion merchants and was for several years 
a city employe. 

During the last month he had been em- 
ployed by the C. H. Spencer Grdin Com- 
mission Co. 

He was discharged on May 1, but he con- 
cealed the fact from his wife and left home 
every morning as if he were going to work, | 

Monday night he went home for supper | 
as usua]l. He was under the influence of 
liquor and despondent. He went into the 
kitchen and told h's wife he had bad news | 
for her 

“T am out of eenployment and have noth- 
ing in sight,”’ he said. 

“Why, haven’t you been at work every 
day?’’ asked his wife. 

“No,” he said, “I haven’t, and if some- 


thing doesn’t turn up I will end it all.”

There was a report and he fell to the

He was 41 years old and leaves a wife and 
four children. 

Morard was employed as bookkeeper by 
the Spencer Grain Co. on April ist to fill a 
temporary vacancy. He was recommended 
to Mr. Spencer by H. F. Langenberg, for 
whom he former! worked. The regular 
bookkeeper, who had been ill, reported for 
duty May 1 and Morard was told hie ser- 
vices were not needed. Mr. Spencer in- 
formed him that his salary would run until 
June 1 to give him a chance to obtain 
another position. After his discharge Mo- 
rard drank heavily and grew more and 
more despondent until the tragic end came. 

He threatened to kill himself last Wednes- 
oy and hig brother James took a _ re- 
volver away from him at that time. 


He was a son of Paul Morard, for many 
years a district assessor for the city. He 
was a clerk in the Asseesor’s office for sev- 
eral years.

WILL BE USED. 


COMMISSIONER HOLMAN TO EX- 
PERIMENT WITH FILTRATION. 


ASKS A $50,000 APPROPRIATION 


It Will Take Seven Years and Three 
Million Dollars to Give the 
City Pure Water. 


A strong effort will be made at the present 
session of the Municipal Assembly to have 
a filtering measure passed. 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the Board of 
Public Improvements Water Commissioner 
Holman reintroduced the bill which died in 
the committee box at the last session. The 
board recommended it to the Assembly. It 
provides first for the use of a coagulant, and 
after that the gradual construction in units 
of a mechanical filtering plant. 

For the latter two systems are under con- 
sideration. One is the American gravity 
filter and the other the Fischer system now 
in use in the city of Worms. The principle 
of both is the same. In each sand is the 
filtering medium. In the American it is 
used in a loose state, in the European it is 
baked into the form of plates. These may 
be set vertically and a saving of space ef- 
fected. 

Mr. Holman has been experimenting with 
the latter system for about a year and is 
well satisfied with the results. 

if the bill passes both systems will prob- 
ably be tested in separate plants of about 
a million gallons capacity for another year 
before a choice is made. 

Mr. Holman delayed the introduction of 
the bill until he had a conference with 
Charles Hermany of Louisville, under 
whose direction $30,000 has been epent in ex- 
perimenting. 

Mr. Hermapny is satisfied that the problem 
will have to be solved with coagulants and 
gravity filters. 

The purpose of first introducin the 
coagulant into the basins is to clarify the 
water as much as possible so ag to diminish 
the dimensions and cost of the filtering 

lant. 

P' The coagulant to be used will be alum. 
At times as much as a car load a day will 
be needed, which will entail an expense of 
$300. For this purpose the bill provides for 
appropriation of $50,000. The filtering 
lant, it is estimated, will cost between 

2,000,000 and $3,000,000, 

Mr. Holman says the only question is the 
one of cost. The system which will do the 
work cheapest will be adopted. 

It will take several years to complete 
the plant. It will be constructed in five 
or six units. As soon as a unit is com- 
pleted, the amount of water filtered by it 
will be mixed with the settled water and 
the quality of the whole supply thus gradu- 
ally improved. 

As soon as the plant {ts completed the 
reservoirs will have to be roofed over. If 
the sun is permitted to shine on filtered 
water, vegetable growth quickly begins, 


|The roof will have to be of arched mason- 


covered with several feet of earth to 
the water from freezing. If it 
should freeze, the supporting posts would 
be forced up and the roof would collapse. 
If all this is accomplished the people will 
have to make up their minds to stop their 
present “‘sinful extravagance. It is esti- 
mated by Mr. Holman that if only the water 
actually needed more gana, a saving of one- 
‘ould be effected. 
a ioe not hamper the legitimate use 
of water for an instant,’ says Mr. Holman, 
“but measures will have to be taken to 
curtail the present extravagance in its use.

NOTARY PUBLIC TO THE EXCISE 
COMMISSIONER. 


THREE CANDIDATES NAMED. 


One of the Incidental Features of Mr. 
Higgins’ Appointing 
Power. 


With a cash capital of $7.50 it is possible 
for some Missourian to make for himself 
an annual income but a little short of a 
Congressman’s salary. 

Not every man, however, who has $7.0 
can accomplish such startling results, The 
lucky one must be clothed with Notary 
Public authority and must be permitted to 
exercise that authority in the office of the 
Excise Commissioner. His notary commis. 
sion will cost him $5 and his seal will cost 
$2.50—thus aggregating the $7.5 capital 
necessary to starting in business. 

Comparatively few people are aware 
that there is such a place to be given out. 
Heretofore, the Notary work in the Excise 


Commissioner’s office has usually been per- 
formed by one of the clerks. Of course the 
clerk simply received a salary, and from a 
financial standpoint it made no difference 
to him whether he used his seal only once 
a day or a hundred times a day. It is now 
roposed to create the office of Notary Pub- 
ic for the Excise Commissioner’s office, or 
rather to have a Notary not otherwise con- 
nected with the office to do the Notary 
work. Strictly speaking it cannot be called 
an office, for there is no provision made 
by law for such an appointment. There- 
fore, all the lucky Notary Public needs is 
to have a regular commission from the 
Governor and permission from the Excise 
Commissioner to exercise the functions of 
a Notary in his office. From that time for- 
ward the road to comparative affluence is 


easy. 

Politicians who are on the Inside of af- 
fairs are inclined to be reticent regarding 
the Excise Commissioner's notary work. It 
ig a snap of which only a few people are 
aware. Among those most prominently 
mentioned as candidates for the place are 
Thomas B. Love of Springfield, secretary 
of the Democratic State Central Committee; 
William Thompkins, a well known St. 
Louisan, who was active in the paseage of 
the Civic Federation bill at the last session 
of the Legislature, and. John Peck, a promi- 
nent St. Louis real estate dealer. Previous 
residence in St. Louie is not absolutely nec- 
essary to qualification for this lucrative po- 
sition, and there may be others throughout 
the State who are quietly making a pull, 

All that the Governor has to do with the 
job is to issue the commission the same as 
he does for the several thousand notaries 
who desire to affix their hand and sea] 
Yet, the fact remains that the influence of 
the Governor ts much sought in this par- 
ticular instance. Several trips have been 
made to Jefferson City by those who would 
not be averse to dallying with the seal, 

There are approximately about 2,100 sa- 
loons in St. Louis at this time. Each saloon 
must have renewed license twice a year 
It ia on these renewals of license that the 
notary will make his money. Licenses are 
renewed in July and January. During these 
two months the notary has his busy days 
But his industry is rewarded by the regular 
notary fee which he collects for each ili- 
cense. It ia all over ina comparative] 
short time and the man with the $5 com- 
mission and the $2.50 seal may spend his 
time as he chooses the remainder of the 
year, unless he happens to be re
